dent Harding this morning the es- 
tablishment of an independent 
steamship line from Los Angeles 
to Honolulu. President Harding 
is very fond of the Hawalian Is- 
lands and is anxious to have a 
closer cantact with them through 
— proposed line from Los Ange- 


The President advised his vist- 
tore that he would encourage in 
every way such proper goyern- 
ment aid as was possible through 
the Shipping Board and recognized 
the need for such an addition to 
Pacific steamship transportation 
He deciared that he was anxious 
for the closest possible ties between 
the islands and Los Angeles and 
believed that the greatest city on 
the Coast was the logical terminal 
for such a line from the islands. 
He was alive to the difficulty of 
tourists in getting proper accom- 
modations to the islands and the 
almost impossibility of securing 
return reservations because of the 
crowded conditions prevailing on 
vessels carrying passengers to and 
from the. Orient. 

The President assured his call- 
ers that if Los Angeles would ap- 
ply to this shipping project the 
some resourcefulness, energy and 
tenacity that it had used in all 
other enterprises such as the aque- 
duct and the building of the har- 
bor, it would be an unqualified 
success from the very start.
